Detroit, April 27 —(IP)— A record 
ight-long b a r g a i n i n g sessioi 
'ailed today to bring a settlement 
n the Chrysler strike, now enter 
Jig its 93rd day. 


Both Chrysler Corp. and the CIO 
Jnited Auto Workers agreed, .how- 
ver, some p r o g r e s s had been 
made. 


Negotiators stayed in a 
mara- 


hon session until 6:30 a. m. EST, 
and then took a recess u n t i l 2 
p. m. today. 


Walter Reuthcr, UAW president, 


and Norman Matthews, the union's 
Ihrysler director, issued this state- 
ment: 


"Some progress has been made 


on some contract issues. However, 
a number of important issues still 
are unresolved. The union is pre- 
pared to apply itself in extended 
negotating sessions in an effort to 
resolve all the issues remaining in 
dispute." 


A spokesman for Chrysler said 


the union statement substantially 
reflected the status of the negotia- 
tions. 


Rumors of an impending break 


in the strike arose last night. They 
still presisted today. It was still 
anybody's guess, however, as 
to 


what might happen. 


Both sides, indicated they 
were 


making a determined effort to ef- 
fect a settlement that would return 
89,000 Chrysler Workers to the job. 


Appearances gave rise to strong 


hopes, but much the same 
had 


happened before without bringing 
peace. 


Browder Denies 
Ever Knowing 
Lattimore 


Washington, April 27 — (/P)— Earl 


Browder, former Communist party 
chief, denied to senate investiga- 
tor s today that he knows or ever 
nas known Owen Lattimore. 


Specifically and faltly, Browder 


contradicted testimony from Louis 
F. Budenz that Lattimore's name 
came up at a meeting of Commu- 
nist leaders in New York City in 
October, 1937. 


There never was such a meet- 


ing, Browder declared. 


H said "Hi s hard to imagine1 


how even a professional perjurer 
could thing up testimony such as 
Budenz gave a senate foreign re- 
lations subcommittee. 


Budenz, former Communist edi- 


tor who renounced the party, testi- 
licd last week that Browder <and 
other party leaders told him Lati- 
mor was a member of a "Com- 
munist 'cell." He said that at a 
1937 meeting there it was agreed 
that Latimor should direct the or- 
ganization of writers to put across 
propaganda that Chinese Commu- 
nists were Agrarian reformers. 


Lattimore, Far Eastern

kins university, has 
denied

connection with the Communits. He 
also has denied the accusation by
